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CONTROVERSIAL plans to scrap 
live CCTV monitoring in Ely and 
Soham have been dropped. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) confirmed this 
week that live coverage will cont¬ 
inue - and that the system will 
move from Cambridge to Ely 

The authority told the Weekly News it 
would team up with Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary, the City of Ely Council and 
Soham Town Council to ensure Ely and 
Soham streets are monitored 24 hours a day. 

ECDC said earlier this year that it could no 
longer afford live coverage and that it 
wanted to change the system to monitor 
streets at peak times only. 

The move caused uproar among resi¬ 
dents, shopkeepers and business owners 
who feared it would lead to a rise in crime 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Police also raised concerns and have 
spent the past few weeks in talks with ECDC. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
community services committee, hopes the 
new coverage system will “meet the needs of 
everyone”. 

He said: “The safety of the people who live 
and work in our district is of paramount 
importance and I am extremely pleased we 
are making real progress to achieve this 
goal.”

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Drank man jailed 
for having knife

A MAN who “alarmed” mem¬ 
bers of the public by brand¬ 
ishing a seven-inch kitchen 
knife in Ely's city centre has 
been jailed. 

Police swooped on Ely Market Place 
at around 8pm on Bank Holiday 
Monday, May 31, after scared members 
of the public dialled 999. 

Officers managed to track Rafal 
Delmaczynski, 32, by descriptions from 
witnesses and, using police dogs, 
ordered him to remove his jacket in the 
street. 

It was in the inside pocket of his 
jacket that they found a seven-inch 
kitchen knife. 

Delmaczynski, of St Mary’s Street, 
Ely, was arrested and charged with 
possessing a knife blade/sharp pointed 
article in a public place. 

He originally denied the charge and a 
date was set for him to stand trial at Ely 
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Magistrates’ Court last Thursday. 

But Delmaczynski, who is unemp¬ 
loyed, changed his plea to guilty at the 
last minute. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, said: 
“This happened on a warm night when 
lots of people were around in the city 
centre. 

“He was walking around with the 
knife in his hand and police received 
several calls from alarmed members of 
the public who saw him. 

“Mr Delmaczynski told police he had 
bought it from Tesco in Ely that 
evening and that he was simply taking 
it home with him. 

“But police made enquiries with the 
supermarket, which confirmed that the 
knife he had on him was only sold as 
part of a set. 

“Only one set had been sold that day 


and that was at 3.29pm so things did 
not add up. 

“He refused to say what he was 
planning to do with the knife but 
admitted he was drunk at the time.” 

Magistrates also heard how Delma¬ 
czynski was in breach of a community 
order imposed for shoplifting offences 
in July last year. 

Christopher Casey, mitigating, plead¬ 
ed for the bench not to send his client 
to prison. 

Mr Casey said: “I would invite you to 
consider imposing a curfew order or a 
suspended sentence. 

“If he does not comply and is back 
before the court again then he knows 
he is only going to one place and that is 
prison.” 

But magistrates jailed Delmaczynski 
for 13 weeks - 10 weeks for possession 
of the knife and three weeks for 
breaching his order.

Family’s Great run 
in memory of Sam 


A FAMILY hopes to have 
raised more than £3,000 for 
Diabetes UK by taking on a 
half-marathon challenge 

John Soanes, 42, and his daught¬ 
ers Kirsty, 27, Courtney, 16, and 
Kayley, 14, were among thousands 
of people who took part in the BUPA 
Great North Run on Sunday. 

The sprightly family, from Ely, 
decided to pull on their running 
shoes after losing their niece and 
cousin, Sam Sinclair, to type 1 
diabetes in November last year. She 
was just 19 years old. 

Sam’s mum Tania, 51, twin brother 
Scott, 20, and aunt Shiree Ciani, 54, 
joined the Soanes’s in the 13-mile 
slog and younger cousins, Courtney 
and Kayley took part in the junior 
run. 

Altogether, they hope to have 
raised more than £3,000. 

Sam fell ill in November last year 
after developing type 1 diabetes. She 
was taken to hospital but suffered a 
pulmonary embolism - a block in 
the main artery of the lung - as her 
diabetes had not being diagnosed 
and treated in time. 

Sadly, the embolism led to a heart 
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attack which left Sam in a coma for 
three days before she died. 

Mr Soanes said: “Sam’s death 
came as such a shock - she was a 
healthy, vibrant young woman with 
her whole life ahead of her. 

“She dreamt of being a police 
officer and shortly before she died 
had been for an interview for a 
community support officer. 

“lust a fortnight after her tragic 
death we all found out she had been 
successful in her application. 

“We decided to take part in the 
Great North Run to raise as much 
money as possible and we think we 
have raised over £3,000. 

“It was hard work completing the 
race but we all did it and feel 
immensely proud.” 

Tania and her family now hope to 
save the lives of other young people 
by raising awareness of type 1 dia¬ 
betes and the symptoms.

Groves, who has Huntington’s disease, 
had originally denied a charge of using 


words or behaviour causing someone to 
fear unlawful violence but pleaded guilty 
to the charge. 

Guy Holland, mitigating, said: “My 
client stepped in to defend his daughter 
and that’s when the incident escalated. 

“He is of previous good character and is 
an ill man. 

“He was a caterer in the Army for 18 
years and suffers with Huntington’s 
disease. 

“Groves only hit Mr Green with the 
brick because he had threatened to kill 
him.” 

David Bredin, presiding magistrate, 
said: “We are aware that you have a 
serious medical condition but this is a 
serious offence and we cannot let you get 
away with it.” 

Groves was given a 12-month cond¬ 
itional discharge and was not fined 
because he is unemployed. 

He was ordered to pay £100 costs.

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Sir, Regarding a new leisure centre 
in Ely. Our present Conservative 
councillors seem particularly adept 
at making poor decisions then 
trying to spin their way out of the 
ensuing public protests.

We all understand that it was 
necessary to have a viability survey 
in order to ascertain broadly what 
could be purchased and at what 
cost.

Inquiries 
‘have little 
impact’ 

INQUIRIES are failing to 
restore public confidence 
and have “little impact” on 
reforms, according to the 
former chairman of the 
Soham inquiry. 

Lord Bichard's report 
into child protection 
matters arising from the 
murder of Holly Wells and 
lessica Chapman by Ian 
Huntley cost up to £10 
million. 

Bichard told a debate in 
London: “One of my 
concerns is whether a great 
deal happens as a result of 
the inquiries made. 

“The truth is that they 
have so little impact the 
reality is that they have 
nothing near the sort of 
impact one would want.” 

Bichard, the former chair 
of the Legal Services 
Commission, said: “I find it 
deeply depressing. Part¬ 
icularly when you 
remember many inquiries 
into issues like child safety 
come to the same con¬ 
clusions regarding proc¬ 
edures. Why is it that we 
seem to be so bad in 
learning the lessons of 
these inquiries? 

“I regret that there seems 
to be a remarkable reluct¬ 
ance to learn and adapt to 
the changes identified by 
these inquiries, in so many 
professions.” 

The crossbench peer 
criticised the Government 
for setting up inquiries 
without giving them 
sufficient powers to 
demand that witnesses 
appear and give evidence, 
or that public organisations 
hand over important 
documents. 

He said inquiries are 
often hampered by con¬ 
fusion over the terms of 
what they should be 
addressing.

Disabled drivers hit 
out at 'chaos’ claim 


DISABLED drivers are fight¬ 
ing back after shopkeepers 
accused them of creating 
havoc on their street.

But disgruntled blue badge 
holders say shopkeepers are being 
“unfair”. 

Disabled Haddenham resident 
Dennis Rowe, 86, said: “Of course 
disabled drivers have to be resp¬ 
onsible about where they park and 
I like to think I am and always have 
been. 


“The thing with Forehill is that it 
is an extremely awkward street and 
for shopkeepers to accuse us of 
causing chaos is unfair. 

“The only reason people park on 
both sides is because there is no 
other alternative. 

“When you struggle to walk far 
the last thing you can do is walk up 
and down a hill as steep as Forehill 
and park your car far away. 

“We park as close to shops as we 
can because we have to and we are 
entitled to.” 

Brenda Walters, who is from 
Littleport and has to use a 
wheelchair, said: “Genuine blue 
badge holders like myself have to 
park on Forehill because that’s the 


only way we can access the shops 
and businesses there. 

“Would the traders rather we 
didn't go there at all? 

“I think to say that we cause 
chaos is an exaggeration.” 

But Cllr Griffin-Singh says the 
problem with disabled drivers 
crowding the hill is getting worse, 
especially on market days. 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council also 
confirmed complaints had been 
made about the problem. 

He said: “We would urge dis¬ 
abled motorists to be more 
responsible about where they leave 
their vehicles and what impact 
their parking is having on others.”

Three jailed over 
ticket cash thefts 


A FATHER and two 
members of his family have 
been locked up for a total of 
nearly eight years after 
raiding more than 50 railway 
ticket machines and causing 
£440,000 damage and lost 
revenue. 

Mark Loveridge, 34, was accused 
of using his stepson, Murphy 
Loveridge, then 17, as a “foot 
soldier” as they used metal bars, 
chains and pickaxes to smash up 
the machines and steal more than 
£16,000 in cash from railway 
stations in Cambridgeshire, Essex, 
Hertfordshire and Bedfordshire. 

The travellers, of Willington 
Road, Cople in Bedfordshire, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
steal. 

Mark Loveridge was sentenced 
to four years whilst Murphy 
Loveridge, now 19, will serve 10 
months. 

The pair appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court alongside Mark’s

older brother, Albey Loveridge, 43, 
of Stratton Way, Biggleswade, who 
was jailed for three years after 
pleading guilty to his part in the 
family crime spree. 

The court heard the trio had 
targeted rural stations including 
Waterbeach, Whittlesford, Foxton, 
Littleport, Royston, Meldreth and 
Audley End, late at night in a bid to 
evade capture. 

Under Operation Tapestry police 
had investigated a total of 57 
railway platform robberies 
throughout 2008 and 2009, 
collating CCTV footage, DNA 
evidence from clothing and 
analysis of mobile phone data 
placing the thieves in the area at 
the time of the crimes. 

Adam Morgan, defending Mark 
Loveridge, told the court he had 
battled an addiction to class A 
drugs and was deeply sorry for 
involving his stepson. 


He said: “He particularly regrets 
getting Murphy involved in the 
conspiracy, especially at such a 
young age.” 

Judge Anthony Bate praised the 
investigative work done by the 
police and said: “The attacks by this 
semi-professional gang of 
Bedfordshire thieves were 
widespread, persistent and brazen. 

“Substantial custodial sentences 
are inevitable, to punish its three 
apprehended members and deter 
others who might be tempted to 
prey on these vulnerable sites.” 

He added: “Mark recruited his 
step-son Murphy as a foot-soldier.” 

A British Transport Police 
spokesman said: “This family’s 
exploits caused misery for 
thousands of passengers and left a 
trail of destruction across a wide 
geographical area that the train 
operators had to repair.” 

Prosecutors decided not to 
pursue charges of assisting an 
offender against a fourth 
defendant, Jane Loveridge, 39, also 
ofWillington Road, Cople.

THE first whooper swans have 
arrived at the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust in Welney - a sure 
sign that autumn is here. 

Three of the majestic birds 
reached the reserve on Sunday, 
having completed a 1,200-mile 
journey from their breeding 
grounds in Iceland. 

Every year, thousands of wild 
whooper and bewick’s swans spend 
the winter on the reserve, which is 
the largest swan roost in the 
country. 

Their mammoth journey includes 
a 700-mile ocean crossing over the 
North Atlantic, which they can 
complete in as little as 12 hours 
and 40 minutes. 

The bewick’s swans have further 
to fly - a journey of 2,500 miles 
from their breeding areas in Arctic 
Russia. 

They are expected to arrive at 
the reserve sometime next month. 

Staff at the reserve are now 
looking out for the arrival of some 
familiar characters in the coming 
weeks, including Baidur and his 
partner who were both ringed at 
Welney in 2008. 

The pair of swans have brought 
12 cygnets to the reserve over the 
past two years, 10 of which have 
been ringed on site. 

Leigh Marshall, reserve 
manager, said: “The first swans are 
always very exciting and really 
signal the start of autumn here at 




Welney. 

“We look forward to seeing 
numbers increasing steadily over 
the next month, ready for the first 
swan feeds in October. 

“The reserve is looking fantastic 
at the moment, thanks to favourable 
conditions over the summer and the 


recent arrival of hundreds of duck, 
including wigeon and teal, from 
their northern breeding areas.” 

The arrival of the swans also 
signal the start of the Winter at 
Welney celebrations which will run 
throughout the stay of the swans 
into March next year. 


The events include photography, 
willow and art workshops, 
children’s activities, and festivals. 

Regular swan feeds will also be 
held throughout the winter.

Socks on hands man 
‘equipped to burgle’ 


A MAN caught with socks 
on his hands has admitted 
going equipped for burg¬ 
lary. 

Police found Neil Mappledoram 
with a sock on each of his hands 
inside a car in New Barns Avenue,

Officers were searching for 
thieves following two burglaries 
in the city that evening and 
stumbled across a car, in which 
Mappledoram was a passenger.

longer is. He simply can’t remem¬ 
ber the evening.” 

Mr Casey added: “My client left 
school with no qualifications and 
can barely read or write. 

“However, he does want to join 
the army and is trying hard to 
improve his skills. 

“He has also been training hard 
and has lost more than four stone 
in weight in time for applying to 
the army.” 

Magistrates handed Mapple¬ 
doram a 12-month conditional 
discharge. 

He was also ordered to pay £100 
in court costs and victim sur¬ 
charge.

Twins hit peak 
to raise £4,000 


TWIN brothers Hugo and Row¬ 
land Daniel admitted it was going 
to be a challenge when they 
decided to climb Mount 
Kilimanjaro. 

But the intrepid 17-year-olds reached 
the 16,896 ft (5,895 metre) summit in 
seven days - and have raised more than 
£4,000 for charity 

The sixth-formers at the King’s School 
Ely decided to take on Africa’s highest 
mountain to raise money for 500 Miles, a 
charity which helps amputees and 
disabled people in Zambia. 

Their mother, Clare, was born in 
Zambia, where her parents still live, and 
joined her sons on the climb. 

Hugo said: “The climb to the summit 
took seven days which allowed us to 
acclimatise to the altitude. 

“The higher we got, the thinner the air 
became and some of our group suffered 
altitude sickness. The temperature fell to 
minus 10 degrees. 

“We were wearing five layers and thick 
down jackets but we were freezing cold 
and our water bottles froze solid. 

“We walked seven hours through the 
night to reach the summit in time to 
watch the sunrise, which was the most 
spectacular sight.” 

The twins had hoped to raise about 
£3,000 but have smashed their fundraising

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target by raising more than £4,100 so far. 

500 Miles supports Flyspec, which is 
run by two orthopaedic surgeons and 
pilots, lohn fellis and Goran fovic, who 
volunteer their time. 

In 2009, they travelled almost 33,000 
nautical miles by air and more than 31,000 
kilometres by road, performing 1,527 
operations. The cost of an operation is 
around £100. 

Rowland said: “For just £100 the 
surgeons are able to transform a life. 

“Thanks to everyone who supported us, 
we are proud that over 40 people will now 
be able to be properly mobile, inde¬ 
pendent and able to support themselves 
in Zambia, one of the poorest countries in 
the world which has no public welfare 
system or social security support.” 

Hugo said: “We have such close ties to 
Zambia and have seen for ourselves what 
a difference 500 Miles is making. 

“We trained hard for this climb - we put 
in hours on the incline treadmills in the 
school gym - and we hope to set ourselves 
another challenge in the future. But for the 
time being we’re concentrating on work¬ 
ing for our exams.”

“Young people should be able to 
build relationships and develop trust 
with their local police officers in a safe 
and confidential environment.” 

Shona McKenzie, Witchford Village 
College student support manager, 


said: “A selection of the youngsters who 
have taken part in the project have 
been out of trouble for over four 
months and have shown a marked 
improvement in both attitude and 
attendance.

IF your house seems a little on 
the cramped size, it can be hard 
to decide whether to extend or 
upgrade to a new house. Whilst 
cost may be the deciding factor, 
there are some questions you 
should ask yourself first. 

Moving house can either be an 
exciting prospect, or it can fill you 
with dread depending on your 
previous experiences. It gives you 
the option to look for your ideal 
home perhaps further into the 
countryside, or nearer the coast. 
You may finish up with other 
benefits as well as the extra space, 
for example the new garden may 
be larger, or the house may be in a 
more ideal situation. 

However, what are the costs 
involved when moving home? 
Obviously, you have the problems 
and costs involved with selling 
your current property, with estate 
agents fees often adding up to 
quite a large sum. Also you have 
stamp duty to pay on your new 
home. Depending on which area 
of the country you live in there are 
an increasing number of houses 
that fit into the upper bracket. 
Actual removal costs and solicitors 
fees could approach £2,000, and 
then, of course, there are the 
increased mortgage repayments. 


Adding an extension to your 
house is obviously dependent on 
whether or not you have the 
available land adjacent to your 
property. If it is available an 
extension may be a more viable 
option compared to moving 
house, especially in areas where 
the difference in price of a house 
compared to the next size up is a 
daunting prospect. House 
extensions can create hassle - you 
may not be able to use your drive 
or garden for a few months. But 
you have the advantage that you 
don’t need to move, and therefore, 
you are not dependent on selling 
your property and finding a new 
one that suits your needs. 

The costs involved can add up 
as with moving house. You will 
have the initial costs of using an 


architect to draw up the plans and 
submit them to the council for 
planning permission and building 
regulations approval. And the 
council require fees for planning 
permission and for building 
regulations approval. The fees for 
the building are, in general, going 
to be the largest outgoing, though 
you must remember that there 
may be additional costs depend¬ 
ing on the type of extension. 

There is no one answer to the 
question “Buy or Build?” - it is very 
dependent on an individual’s 
situation. Speak to estate agents 
and builders to get rough 
estimates of the costs involved in 
each option. Weigh up the pros 
and cons of each option, and look 
at all the costs and decide which is 
the answer that suits you.

Browne, of Northfield Park, 
Soham, last week pleaded 
guilty at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
to a charge of driving a motor 
vehicle while above the legal 
alcohol limit. 

Unrepresented in court, he 
said: “I now work as a main¬ 
tenance engineer at the 
Genome Campus and if I lose 
my licence I am likely to lose 
my job as well as my house. 

“I served in the Royal Navy 
for 23-and-a-half years. 

“On the night I was caught I 
had been celebrating a new 
contract at Hinxton Hall and 
just took it too far.” 

Magistrates banned Browne 
from driving for 12 months. 

He was also fined £200 and 
ordered to pay £80 court costs.

Wild starling takes to feeding 
from bird lover Doreen’s hand 


MANY people can say they 
have a cockatiel or 
budgerigar that eats out of 
their hand. 

But one bird lover has 
managed to teach a wild 
starling to fly down and 
perch on her finger for a 
treat. 

Doreen and David Farrow, 
from Ely, were feeding the 
wild birds in their garden 
one sunny day in July when 
a baby starling flew right up 
to them for a titbit. 

Mrs Farrow fed the bird a 
couple of mealworms and 
the fledgling flew off with its 
other siblings. 

But the starling, which is 
now almost fully grown and 
speckled, has returned to 
their garden in Goodwin 


Grove every day since and 
even waits for them to come 
out and feed it. 

Mrs Farrow has even 
taught the plucky bird to fly 
onto her hand or shoulder by 
calling “come on”. 

Mrs Farrow, who has lived 
in Ely for around 20 years, 
said: “It’s extraordinary 
really. 

“Our neighbours are so 
shocked. 

“He flies into the garden 
every day without fail and 
flies right onto my hand or 
shoulder when I say ‘come 
on’. 

“It’s like having a 
domesticated bird but he is a 
born and bred wild starling. 

“I could understand it if 
we had hand reared him but 


we haven’t - he lives a wild 
life and feeds himself with 
his siblings but just comes to 
us for a top up.” 

Mrs Farrow has contacted 
the RSPB about the bird, 
which said it was unusual for 
a starling to become so 
close to humans. 

The society said species 
such as robins and black¬ 
birds were more prone to it. 

Mrs Farrow said: “He also 
has a strange obsession with 
water and loves the watering 
can. 

“Every time he’s had a 
few mealworms from my 
hand he’ll fly straight to the 
watering can, have a drink 
from the top of it and then fly 
off with the others.”

Symonds away but the police then 
arrived and arrested them both.” 

Dunbavin, of New Barns Avenue, 
Ely, pleaded guilty at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court last Thursday to a 
charge of using words/behaviour 
causing someone to fear unlawful 
violence. 

Symonds, of Hale Fen, Littleport, 
admitted the same charge at the 
courthouse, plus a charge of 
criminal damage in relation to the 
pub sign, which cost £140 to repair. 

Jacqui Baldwin, representing 
Symonds, and Jonathan Masters, 
mitigating for Dunbavin, said 
their clients were both “inebriated” 
at the time. 

Magistrates also heard how 
Dunbavin, a father-of-two and 
scaffolder, has been unemployed 
since the incident after breaking 
his hand in the fight. 

David Bredin, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, ordered Symonds to 
complete 80 hours of unpaid work 
in the local community and placed 
him under six months supervision. 

Dunbavin was ordered to do 80 
hours of unpaid work.

IT has been almost four years 
since Will Ferrell starred in 
Stranger Than Fiction, and 
thankfully, the Saturday Night 
Live stalwart rediscovers 
some of his lustre in The 
Other Guys. 

Directed and co-written by 
Adam McKay, who previously 
made Talladega Nights: The 
Ballad Of Ricky Bobby and 
Anchorman - The Legend Of 
Ron Burgundy, this 
intentionally ludicrous buddy 
cop movie pairs Ferrell with a 
hilariously self-mocking Mark 
Wahlberg. 

Explosive action sequences 
collide with polished one- 
liners and some amusing 
supporting performances, 
like Michael Keaton as the 
beleaguered police chief, 
who works a second job to 
pay for his son’s university 
education “so he can explore 
his bisexuality and become a 
DJ”.

When the two officers are 
sidelined, hot-headed Terry 
Hoitz (Mark Wahlberg) and 
his mild-mannered partner 
Allen Gamble (Will Ferrell) vie 
with rival detectives Fosse 
(Damon Wayans Jr) and 
Martin (Rob Riggle) to lead 
the team. 

“I’m a peacock. You’ve got to 
let me fly!” Terry implores 
Captain Gene Mauch 
(Michael Keaton), desperate 
to be included on a case 
involving multi-millionaire 
David Ershon (Steve 
Coogan). 


When his pleas fall on deaf 
ears, Terry drags Allen into 
the field with only a wooden 
replica gun for protection. 

The Other Guys gets 
considerable mileage from 
several running jokes, 
including Terry’s choice of 
car and his ability to pull 
insanely sexy women like his 
wife, Dr Sheila Gamble (Eva 
Mendes). 

The plot careers along at 
breakneck speed, unchaining 
itself from plausibility early on 
with the sudden and 
unexpected exits of Jackson 
and Johnson.

Forcing the issue just 
in time for Christmas 



PREPARED BULBS: plant hyacinths now in time for some 
festive blooms. 


WITH summer barely over, 
it hardly seems the right 
time to start thinking about 
Christmas - but if you want 
a splash of colour indoors 
during the festive season, 
now is the time to prepare 
forced bulbs in pots. 

You can have a mass of colour 
and fragrance indoors in winter 
with deliciously scented hyacinths, 
hippeastrums, irises, grape 
hyacinths, snowdrops and 
miniature daffodils, which can all 
be forced to brighten up your 
home in winter. 

Go to your garden centre now 
and look out for bulbs marked 
‘prepared’, which are specially 
adapted to bloom earlier than 
usual. 

Prepared bulbs have been given 
an artificial cold period for a 
number of weeks in conditions that 
imitate winter to speed up the 
natural flowering cycle. 

For me, the hyacinth is probably 
the best bulb for forcing. Its 
fragrance will fill a room and the 
choice of colours available is vast, 
from white, to pink, red, deep 
purple and almost every hue in 
between.

Bulbs should be planted in 
bowls filled with moist bulb fibre, 
close together so they are not quite 
touching one another, and with 
their growing tips just sticking out 
above the top of the compost. 
Don’t firm the bulb fibre down or 
it may hinder the root system 
establishing quickly. Make sure 
you don’t overwater them, 
especially if the container doesn’t 
have drainage holes, or the bulbs 
will rot. 

They should be placed in a cool, 
dark place such as the shed or a 
closed cupboard in a cold room, to 
encourage the flowering stems to 
develop before the leaves. 

It also enables the root system 
to become well established. If the 
bulb fibre becomes dry at any 
time, water carefully between the 
bulbs. 


The bowls should be left in the 
dark for around eight weeks, or 
until the new shoots are around 1- 
2in (4-5cm) high. 

The flower buds which you can 
see between the tips of the leaves 
should just be starting to show 
signs of colour. 

Once they have reached this 
shade they can be brought out into 
the light, but avoid putting them in 
direct sunlight. 

They are best off in a cool room 
on a windowsill, but preferably not 
near a radiator. If you remove the 
bulbs too early the leaves will 
grow too quickly and will obscure 
the flowers. 

While most hyacinths will stand 
up on their own, I tend to put pea 
sticks in the pots to support the 
heavy flowers, which otherwise 
may droop prematurely. 

After flowering, the dead 
flowers should be cut off and then 
the bulbs can be planted outdoors 
and should flower after several 
years. 

You can also force hyacinth 
bulbs in water, in special glasses 
designed to hold just one bulb, 
with its base at water level. 

The bulb should be kept in a 
cool room and the water level kept 
topped up just below the bottom of 


the bulb. 

You will see that it soon 
produces roots which grow down 
into the water. 

When the flower buds start 
showing colour, move the bulb in 
its glass bowl into a warm, brightly 
lit room. 

After flowering, you just throw 
the bulb away as it won’t give you 
a good display in subsequent 
years. 

Some daffodils, including 
Narcissus ‘Paper White’, can be 
grown indoors in bulb fibre in the 
same way as hyacinths, although 
they do need more light and once 
you bring them out of the dark 
they can immediately be placed on 
a sunny windowsill. 

If you don’t give them enough 
light, they may become too tall 
and will need staking. 

Stick with the same varieties of 
hyacinths as some grow quicker 
than others. 

Single varieties of bulbs such as 
snowdrops and dwarf narcissi also 
make more of a statement when 
planted en masse in pots. 

When Christmas comes and 
colour and fragrance fills your 
home, you won’t be sorry you 
made a little bit of effort with 
some prepared bulbs with autumn. 


BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Sedum spectabile (Ice plant) 

If you want to attract butterflies 
to your garden in late summer and 
autumn, look no further than the 
ice plant, a perennial which has 
pretty domed heads of pink 
flowers above thick, succulent 
leaves. Touch the leaves on a warm 
day and you’ll find them cold, 
hence the common name of ice 


plant. They are easy to grow, like 
lots of sun and well-drained soil 
and will provide colour where 
everything else has faded. Good 
varieties include ‘Autumn Joy’, 
whose pink flowers last a long 
time. 

Other good varieties include S. 
telephium ‘Atropurpureum’ or the 
purple-bronze S. ‘Lynda et 
Rodney’, a tall growing variety.

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO:

Progress to be made, 
electric trials show 



Trials: The Audi A1 e-tron 148.7mpg electric vehicle is set for further tests 


THE first six months of Mini's 
electric vehicle (EV) trial is now 
up, and the figures don't come up 
with anything too startling - and, 
as expected, show that not all 
trips could be made in the 
pioneering Mini E. 

Long journeys, or trips where more 
load space was needed, were all out for 
the limited-range Mini E, which is a two- 
seater. 

Meanwhile, Audi intends to put 20 of 
its A1 EV models, the e-tron, on trial in 
Munich, Germany, by the middle of next 
year to evaluate its performance. 

Munich’s electricity supply is about to 
spark 20 road-ready Audi A1 e-trons into 
life on the German city’s streets as part of 
an exciting pilot project undertaken by 
Audi AG in partnership with E.ON, the 
Munich municipal utility company 
Stadtwerke Miinchen (SWM) and the 
Technical University of Munich (TUM). 

Delivering an output equivalent to 
lOObhp, the lithium-ion battery 
mounted within the floor assembly in 
front of the rear axle of the A1 e-tron 
powers it to a top speed of 81mph and 
gives it a range of more than 31 miles in 
city traffic. 

From start-up it is classified as a zero 
emissions vehicle over this distance. 

A compact internal combustion 
engine recharges the battery when its 


energy is depleted. 

A small, single-rotor Wankel engine in 
this near-series production vehicle 
increases the range in exceptional 
circumstances. This “range extender” 
powers a generator that produces 15kW 
of charging power. 

If the range extender is used to 
recharge the battery, the A1 e-tron can 
cover an additional 124 miles. 


According to a draft standard for the 
calculation of fuel consumption for 
range extender vehicles, this represents a 
fuel economy figure of 148.7mpg, 
equating to a C02 output of only 
45g/km. 

All 20 examples of the innovative 
battery-powered “Mega City Vehicle” 
(MCV) will be operational by mid-2011.
